Ex  pt'de  Hc'i  t/i/ein  ” seems  to  be  the  theory  of  the  public  and  the  collector  alike  in  this 
respect.  From  the  marked  peculiarities  of  each  signature  one  seems  to  be  able  to  trace 
those  idiosyncrasies  of  character  which  have  made  its  writer  great  and  famous.  The 
signature  in  many  cases  is  an  epitome  of  a man's  life,  showing  natural  tendencies  over- 
come and  \irtues  developed  by  study  and  experience.  It  is,  nf  course,  always  easy  to 
prophesy  after  the  event,  and  it  may  be  that  in  looking  at  men's  signatures  we  read 
them  by  the  light  history  and  biography  give  us;  still,  no  matter  how  we  explain  the 
process,  the  fascination  of  studing  autographs  is  one  well  understood  and  appreciated  by 
thousands. 

The  publishers  of  this  little  volume  have  spent  much  time  in  collecting  the  autographs 
here  given  to  the  public.  They  hope  the  volume  may  prove  interesting  and  profitable, 
and  may  induce  many  to  become  collectors.  No  particular  merit  is  claimed  for  the 
work,  except  that  of  painstaking  accuracy  and  artistic  tinish. 

The  classitication  will  be  readily  understood,  the  aim  having  been  to  group  names 
of  indixiduals  prominent  in  different  employments  and  professions. 

To  aid  the  inexperienced  in  deciphering  the  more  intricate  " shadows  of  a name." 
an  explanatory  index  will  be  found.
